Statistics of Foreign Fields Prepared 
by Rev. B. E. Strong. : 
BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 12.—E. E. Strong, D 
D., editor of the Missiénary Herald, ot the 


American Board of Foreign Missions, has 
compffed a summary of statistics of Protest- 
ant missions. It appears there are 56,055 
principal missionary stations, and 17,813 out 
stations occupied by thirty-seven evangeli- 
cal missionary eties in the United 
States, twenty-eight societies in Great Brit- 
ain, six in Can seventeen in the Neth- 
erlands, nineteen in Germany, three in Den- 
mark, two in Finland, six in Sweden, eight 
in Norway, three in Switzerland. two in 
France, nineteen in India and Ceylon, two 
in Burmah, four in China, thirty-eight in 
Australia, fourteen in Africa, one in Cen- 
tral America, and thirteen in the West In- 


dies. 

ese Protestant foreign misionary 5s0- 
cleties have sent out 6,355 male missionaries, 
and 6,219 female missionaries, a total of U. 
574. They are represented by 70,033 natixe
